CHANGES IN TOWN LAW#

At a recent meeting of the Franklin 
Township Committee, the Town Counsel, 
Mr. A. F. Skinner, was directed to a»> 
certain what changes had been made at 
the recent seselon of, the Legislature. 
Mr. Skinner has made his report to the 
Committee, and It will be found of gene¬ 
ral Interest to the township committees. 
It la as follows: 

Franklin Township Committee. 

Gentlemen : As instructed by you I 
went to Trenton on Wednesday for the 
purpose of ascertaining what laws had 
l»een passed by the last Legislature of 
importance to townships,with particular 
view to the coming election. I made a 
careful examination of the bills that are 
on tile in the Secretary of State’s office; 
that is, those that were passed by both 
houses, and either approved by the Gov¬ 
ernor or allowed to become a law with¬ 
out his signature, Among them I found 
a law [>assed March 7, 1892, which 
aiu«‘.nds the act of 1891 limiting the road 
a^Vssment to one-half of one per cent. 
of the assessed valuation (to which I 
. called your attention a short time ago> 
i*y increasing the limit to one per cent. 

It should be remembered, however, that 
the act remains unchanged In other re¬ 
spects, and that under the fifth section 

a 

of said act it is made your duty to esti- 
Mimte the amount of money you think 
advisable to spend for making and re¬ 
pairing roads for the coming year, and 
to publish it in your annual report; and 
that the votersjcannot then exceed that 
amount in their appropriations. I also 
fouud that an act had been passed which 
provides that the voters may at any 
township meeting pass a resolution di¬ 
recting that the Town Committeemen 
shall thereafter be elected for the term 
of three years; that upon the passage of 
such resolution, the members elected 
therein for Township Committee are to 
determine by lot which two shall hold 
office for one year, which other two for 
two years, and which other one for the 
term of three years, and at each succeed- 
iug township meeting only so many 
Committeemen shall be elected as shall 
be necessary to till the places of those 
members whose term of office has expired, 
such members to be elected for the term 
o^ three years. You will see that this 
act is not mandatory In its terms and 
does not take effect unless the voters of the 
towushlp so decide by the passage of a 
resolution, which would have to be print- 
mi on the ballots in the same manner' as 
the names of the candidates. 

1 also found a law which 'provides 
that In counties having a population ex¬ 
ceeding 75,000 the election for Chosen 
Freeholders shall be held on the second 
Tuesday In April. This act will no 
doubt attract attention throughout the 
.county, and you will do well to wait and 
see what action Is taken elsewhere under 
it.
